} Business Men Aroused. 

Tonight’s meeting was composed of the 
business elements of the city—the men 
upon whose success the prosperity of New 
‘York depenas. There were republi- 
cans there ass Well as democrats, 
‘for the loss, resuiting from the 
gale of the World’s fair to Chicago, falls 
equally upon all citizens. The $300,000,000 
“which it is estimated will be spent at the 
seene of the fair has been lost to New 
York by the conduct of Mr. Fassett, the 
| epubdlican nominee, himself. This loss is 
keenly felt, and will decide many a vote 
next Tuesday. | 

The Germans Offended. 

I find a strange revulsion of republican 
Germans against Candidate Fassett. The 
other night they arranged a demonstration 
and had Fassett there. While speaking, 
Fassett turned to the pitcher to get a drink. 
Looking contemptuously at the water, he 
said, with a German accent: “It ish beer I 
vant; take the vater avay.’”” Then throw- 
ing off his coat, he spoke in his shirt 


sleeves. 


This enforced familiarity, the 


Germans have construed into 
‘an insult. They say very truthfully that 
Fassett would not thus treat an American 
‘audience, and that his condes®ension was 
Pinsulting.

Lonpon, October 27.—The Daily News 
learns that the Russian government has re- 
jected the petition of a depuiation of the rich- 
est Mosco. merchants for permission to form 
a society for the reiief of victims of the famine 
stricken districts. Tie society was backed by 
ali immense amount of capital anda host of 
volunteers.

Is Accused Before the 


Jury. 


HE TELLS A VERY THIN STORY, 


By Which He Hopes to Explain His 
Crooked Career in 
Georgia. 


Romer, Ga., October 27.—[Special.]—It was 
an awfully airish morning, and a rather un- 
seasonable hour to trot out one of England’s 
swells, but he had to come. 

It don’t make a bit of difference to Judge 
Maddox whether it is ‘lords or negroes’’ he is 
trying, you have got to be there at 8:30, and 
Sidney Lascelles, alias Walter S. Beresford, 
was on time, and looking as fresh and 
bright as a crisp October morn. His 
garb was somewhat changed. That white 
English vest and those patent leather shoes 
were there. The gray necktie gave way toa 
dainty white satin scarf. Moustache, hair 
and hosiery looked to be the same. He was 
shown to his usual seat and patiently awaited. 
Presently the little band who gathered around 
him yesterday arrived and were shown seats 
near him. The Episcopal minister and wife, 
Mrs. Lascelles and Mr. and Mrs. McKinzie. 
His wife was eleganely attired. 

The Witnesses Introduced. 


There were no preliminaries today. The 
case of forgery, signing fictitious name to 
check, was called, and the witnesses in- 
troduced. 

Sheriff Jake C. Moore was first introduced, 
as he had to leave in a few minutes. Mr. 
Moore testified that he met the defendant at 
the East Rome depot on September 22. They 
proceeded to the Central hotel, where Beres- 
ford’s wife stopped, and Beresford registered 
his wife’s name as Mrs. Lascelles. The hotel 
register was introduced and Sheriff Moore rec- 
ognized the signature. Around at the jail 
office they talked. Beresford said his name 
was Lascelles, and he would not suffer his 
wife to go under an assumed name. 

Mr. Harper Hanuilton’s Testimony. 

Mr. Harper Hamilton then took the stand. 
He said that he first met Beresford at Etna 
some time in last January; was introduced by 
Mr. T. J. McGuire, of New York; spent the 
night at Etna, and next day came to Rome, 
He was introduced to witness as Walter 8. 
Beresford. He told himarich aunt had died 
and left him $250,000; that he had a deposit 
inthe London and Westminster bank, lim- 
ited. Hesaid he wasasonof Lord William 
Beresford, of London; that he was in the In- 
dian service of the queen, and showed witness 
a@ patch belonging to his uniform. He also 
said that he often got up at midnight to 
try cases; that he was a judge or something 
like that; that his salary was eight or ten 
thousand dollars per year, and that he was 
just off on asix months’ furlough; that he had 
been in the service thirteen years. 

“Your honor,’’ said Mr. Dean, ‘‘the defend- 
ant is charged with forgery, not misrepresent- 
ing his commercial! standing.”’ 

The state showed the object as leading up to 
the forgery. 

The Check Business. 

“On January 15th, 1891, I saw the gentle- 
man sign the check at my desk at Hamilton & 
Co.’s. Alfred was there. I went up and told 
him that Beresford wanted him to cash a 
check; that he said he was going right on to 
London and was outof money. Alfred hesi- 
tated a little, but said all right. Beresford 
gave a check for £200 onthe London West- 
minister bank, limited. Mr. Wright, the 
cashier, handed him $970, the value of £200. 
Beresford put it in his pocket, He showeda 
check book; said it was impossible to have one 
unless having a deposit; said he had $250,000 
on deposit there. The check given by Beres- 
ford was returned; didn’t get a nickel on it. 
Saw defendant nextin New York under arrest ; 
in the district attorney’s oflice. Beresford 
wanted to talk tohim. The second day wit- 
ness conversed, and told Beresford he had 
treated them very mean: gave a worthless 
check on a bank he never did have an account 
with. Prisonersaid: ‘Yes, Il never did have 
au account there. I don’t see whatever made 
me give a worthless check. I brought disgrace 
on myself and family.’ Ast the letters, 
Beresford wrote a letter to Mr. Pendleton and 
another to Lord William Beresford. The 
Lord William letter was returned unopened to 
Hamilton & Go. Saw the letter opened by 
District Attorney Welch.” 

Here witness held up the letter to the jury. 
Not a &cratch was on it, only 2a blank sheet of 
paper. The spectators smiled. 

“He told me at the time of writing that he 
wrote to his father to send him twenty-five 
lhundred pounds, or dollars, I believe; that he 
had made investments. 

“‘At Beresford’s request, I called around at 
the jail here and talked to Beresford. He in- 
troduced me to his wife as Mrs. Lascelles. 
She called him Sidney.”’ 

The next witness was Mr. W. M. Pendleton, 
who was secretary of the Corporate Sale syn- 
dicate, of New York. He testified to the same 
points related in his interview thls morning. 


The Story of Beresford’s Marriage. 


Mr. A. J. Laurence, of Beaver, Pa., was 
then introduced to show that Beresford had 
obtained a marriage license in February last 
from him; that on that occasion he swore his 
mame was Sidney Lascelles, and that his 
father aud mother’s names were Sidney and 
Louisa Lascelles. he record introduced fur- 
ther sbowed that Beresford was thirty-one 
-yearsold and an English subject. That his 
wife’s name was Maud Lillenthal, of New 
York, and twenty-two. Beresford’s 
occupation gentleman; Miss _  Lillenthal’s 
occupation lady. To these facts the clerk of 
the orphans’ court, Laurence, said they swore 
to and signed their names. Clerk Laurence 
further said it was after dark when Beresford 
called at his home, but he went and procured 
the license. Weresford wanted to pay him 
handsomely, but he would not accept it. He 
asked the privilege of sending some cigars, 
andina few days Beresford senthim two 
boxes, and good ones, signing his name Las- 
celles in an accompanying note. 


Beresford Tells His Story. 


The afternoon session opened with the de- 
fendant, Sidney Lascelles, in the witness 
stand. In his hands were several sheets of 
paper, to which he would often refer. He 
covered the whole ground in about an hour’s 
talk. He said among other other things: 

“Tam going to try to prove conclusively to 
you that [ am not guilty of these charges 
against me. This prosecution is brought, not 
so much for the vindication of the law, as for 
private vengeance. In regard to the check, I 
certainly gave the check to Hamilton & Co., 
but never atany time stated to any of the 
Hamilton family that I bad the sum of $250,000 
lving in that bank, or any sum whatever.’ 
He dwelt at length on the idea that 
the Hamiltons were seoking ven- 
geance because they had lost by him. He 
referred to Mr. Pendleton’s testimony; said 
that Mr. Pendleton had given him four letters; 
one to his sonin New York in a social way, 
one to General Alexander, of Savannah; one 
to his mother-in-law in Attlanta, and one to 
Mr. McGuire, of New York. That he sailed 
over on the Umbria; that the price agreed 
upon as tothe iron property was $1,500,000; 
that it was painted to him in: glowing 
colors; that he came down and looked at the 
property and thought very favorably of it; 
that while here he learned that the property 
Was putin at one million, while it was being 
sold to him for one million and a half; that 
while in Atlanta one of the most prominent 
citizens there told him that the’ price was a 
mighty stiff one.

sow, as to the check, I certainly gave it to 
Hamilton & Co., but I assure you, contlonin, 
I never stated to any of the Hamiltons that I 
had $250,000 or any sum in bank. Now, as to 
the check book and telling them

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A CONSIDERABLE FIRE. 


Three Residences Burned, Including Two 
Handsome and Costly Buildings. 

There were two pretty residences destroyed 
by fire yesterday afternoon.

The tenement caught, and 
before the flames could. be gotten under contro] 
the sparks were carried by the wind to Mrs, 
Young’s residence, and from it to Mr. 
Wallace’s. The alarm was ruug 
in, and the fire department promptly 
responded, but it was so far out that the fire 
was beyoud control before they arrived. They 
did some good work when they reached the 
scene, but the wind was very high and at the 
stage the tire had reached it was impossible to 
save either of the buildings.

until a few days before his capture. Robinson 
had been engaged in digging a well, and when 
going down one morning he was overcome by 
gas in the well, and, becoming unconscious, 
fell and broke his leg. He then wrote to his 
wife concerning his misfortune, and she, being 
unable to read, was forced to get another per- 
son to read the letter. From this person came 
the information of Robinuson’s whereabouts, 
and his arrest followed. Robinson’s wife, who 
was the murdered child’s step-mother, is, no 
doubt, accessory tee the deed, although no 
positive evidence to that effect is yet in hand.

[Industry and commerce are the 
foundations of this great city’s prosperity, 
and whenever the factors of our progress are 
brought before the public these two cannot 
be ignored. . 

Merchants’ day will be a bright number 
on the exposition programme. It will help 
the big show, and bring together as brainy a 
setofmenascan be found in the entire 
south. 


The Wizard Has Said It. 

It is settled at last that the electric motor 
will displace the steam locomotive. 

Mr. Thomas A. Edison, the famous in- 
ventor, told a Herald reporter the other day 
that this revolution in motive power is 
bou.? to come, and without delay. The 
electric motor, he said, will take the place of 
steam, as a matter of economy—not because 
it will make easily aspeed of 100 miles an | 
hour, while steam strains itself to make 
sixty, but because it will get one-horse 
power out of from one to two pounds of 
cheap coal, while out of six pounds of more 
expensive coal a locomotive engine only gets 
the same one-horse power. It will displace | 
steam, because it is so much cheaper. 

The first practical operation of the new 
system on a large scale will be between Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee at the world’sfair. The 
problem of electric locomotion on our rail- 
ways, the great inventor says, is a wonder- 
fully simple one. Any electrician can run a 
train at high speed on a steam railway track. 

Mr. Edison refuses to go into details, as 
he desires to secure patents in Europe, but 
he states that the current will pass from the 
stationary engine toa central rail between 
the tracks, and thence through the mechan- 
ism attached to the bottom of the cars or 
motor. A freight train would need a motor, 
because of the number of cars, but a passen- 
ger car could be run, carrying its own motor 
under it—the current going thence to the 
wheels and back to the side rails to the 
power house or stationary engine. Three 
stationary engines would run the entire 
Pennsylvania railroad system from New 
York to Philadelphia. Under this system 
the wear and tear of the road bed and roll- 
ing stock is much less than under steam pro- 
pulsion. As to speed, there is no reason 
why electric cars should not run 200 milesan 
hour, but 100 miles an hour will suit an 
ordinary equipment better. 

Concerning the street car problem, Mr. 
Edison advocates a heavy current with a low 
pressure. His system makes the stationary 
engines necessary, of course, but the current 
passes from one of the side rails to the 
motor, and back to the stationary engine 
through the other rail. Thereisno danger 
of losing the current. It can be picked up 
out of two inches of mud, and the wheels of 
passing vehicles will not divert it, unless 
they happen to be of solid fron. 

In conclusion, the Wizard says: ‘The 
system will be the cheapest ever known. 
The plant will not cost half as much as the 
cable, and there will be no tearing up of the 
streets. It will be cheap, swift and safe.’’ 
With Edison’s word for it, we may regard it 
as a settled fact that steam must give way to 
& superior,and cheaper force. 


The Road Congresses, 

To-day the Georgia road congress wi!] 
meet in Atlanta, to be followed to-morrow 
by the meeting of the southern road con- | 
gress. We have already alluded to this 
dual convention, and refer to it now for the 
purpose of welcoming the delegates to the 
hospitalities of Atlanta. 

The work which these delegates have 
undertaken to do is not matter for a holiday. 
They can hope now only to call attention to 
the necessity which exists for better roads, 
and, by means of thoughtful and intelligent 
discussion, create a public séntiment power- 
fal enough to insist on these vital improve- 
ments in our road system. This ought to 
be a very easy matter, but it is not. Our 
people have made progress ‘= every other 
direction except this. So far as our roads 
are concerned, we are no farther advanced 
than the barbarians were; and this state- 
ment will apply ~~. to Georgia and the 
south alone, but to the whole country. The 
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The result of this is that the development 
of our steam transportation lines has gone 
on very rapidly—almost too rapidly, in fact, 
for perfect comfort. 

Fortunately, this development of steam 
transportation is now and will be a powerful 
factor in convincing the farmers and others 
that good ruads are a necessity. They are 
more of a necessity nqgw tRan ever. ‘There 
is a greater demand now than there ever has 
been for rapid transit of produce from the 
farm to the railroad, and thence to profit- 
able markets. ‘The problem is one of the 
most important that the people can consider. 
It is as important to the towns as it is to the 
farms, since it affects the whole public. 

We have no intention of going into a 
detailed discussion, but we desire to impress 
on the minds of our readers the importance 
of the work which lies before the two con- 
ventions, It is a work, too, which will have 
to be done mainly by indirection, Among 
other things they will have to convince the 
farmers: 

1, That the railroads do not and cannot 
supply all the demands for transportation. 

2. That the cost of farm production is 
largely increased by the difficulty of trans- 
porting it over bad roads, and that this in- 
crease of cost is not added to the market 
price, but falls wholiy on the farmers. 

o. That the work expended on the roads 
under our present system is time, labor and 
money wasted. 

4. That good roads will enable farmers to 
haul twice as much produce to market with 
the same teams, the same labor and in the 
same time. 

o, That the solution of the road problem 
will go far toward solving and settling the 
convict problem, 

G. That an improved system of roads, 
scientifically and economically constructed, 
will build up the country, bring the farms 
nearer to market, increase the value of 
farming lands, and bring about intensive cul- 
ture of diversitied crops. 


Blaine’s Health and Prospects. 

People may talk about the fierce white 
liglit that beats upon a throne, but its glare 
is no mere intense than that noon day pub- 
licity which has made a cycloramic display 
of Secretary Blaine during his long illness. 

The stories of reporters and special cor- 
respondents—interviews with the sick man’s 
intimate friends and the opinions of eminent 
medical men have added but little to our 
knowledge of the situation. We are in- 
formed that Mr. Blaine has completely 
recovered his health, and is as we]] as he ever 
was. We are also told that he has to lean 
on the arm of his wife, and is preparing to 
spend the winter in Florida. The same 
contradictory reports are published concern- 
ing his political plans, It is said that he 
will, under no circumstances, accept the 
presidential nomination. Upon eqhally good 
authority, it is also said that he is quietly 
drifting along with the current which is 
undoubtedly favorable to his nomination. 

With these conflicting accounts before us, 
any conclusion that we may form will be 
simply guesswork. ‘That Mr. Blaine stands 
head and shoulders above any other man in 
his party is generally admitted. He is a 
scholar,.a writer, an orator, a man of affairs, 
and a statesman. But all this works against 
him. There is a disposition on the part of 
small men to bitterly resent superiority and 
great versatility of talent. Few republican 
leaders are really anxious to support Blaine. 
They may be influenced by the evident 
preference of the masses, but left to them- 
selves they would cheerfully knife the sec- 
retary. 

In the end, it makes little difference 
whether Mr. Blaine comes to the front or 
stands aside for another man. Our cam- 
paign of education has swelled the ranks of 
the democratic legions and solidified them. 
They are organize:| for victory, and they are 
going to win. The only possible interest 
that the nomination of the man from Maine 
could have for us would be the indication it 
would give of a change of republican policy 
—a change from the narrow sectional 
methods of force bill legislation to a business 
programme embracing our development at 
home and the extension of our trade abroad. 
We do not believe that the republican party ) 
is ready to retrace its steps. It is more in 
sympathy with Harrison, Quay and Foralrer 
than it is with its plumed knight. To 
change front now would demoralize its old 
leaders, and they would work in a half- 
hearted way. If Mr. Blaine is not at his 
best, physically and mentally, his friends 
should advise him to keep out of the coming 
fight. Such a defeat us he would be abso- 
lutely certain to suffer would kill him, just 
as surely as defeat killed Horace Greeley. 


Capital Seeking New Fields. 

England loans more money, and invests 
more in foreign lands, than any other coun- 
try on the globe, but her capitalists occa- 
sionally find that they have shown very bad 
judgment. : 

The trouble in the Argentine Republic, 
and recently in Chile, has taught the Eng- 
lish capitalists a lesson. Whenever they 
put their money intoinvestmentsin Spanish- 
American countries they find it a hard mat- 
ter to get it back again, 

For some time past a good deal of British 
capital has been invested in the south, and 
more of it would come here under favorable 
conditions. Fortunately the dread of another 
era of reconstruction has disappeared, but 
there is still angther obstacle in the way. 
When the democrats regained control of the 
southern state governments they adopted 
constitutions which practically locked their 
treasury doors and threw away the. keys. 
They restricted and hampered the states and 
counties so that they could not contract 
debts beyond certain limits and for certain 
objects.

shows that we are all barbarians together. 
The miserable condition of our public high- 
ways is a national habit, and the outcome of 
it is a shameful piece of extravagance. | 
Nevertheless, the.reform of our present ' 
system must proceed slowly at first, No | 
experiment is more painful and depressing 
than that which undertakes to break up a 
bad habit, and the condition of our roads | 
to-day represents more than a hundred | 
years of sloth, negligence, ignorance @nd 


wilful extravagance. One excuse for this is | 


the fact that our communities have invested 
the most of their surplus funds and energies 
in the promotion of railroad enterprises. 
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their cost to be borne by the generations to 
come after us. 

In the next few years the southern states 
will revise or amend their constitutions in 
regard to our financial policy and the mat- 
ter of taxation. Then English capital will 
pour into the south. It is quite likely that 
an Anglo-Southern syndicate will then be 
organized, with unlimited capital. Branches 
will be established in every southern state, 
and all the money needed for our develop- 
ment and progress wil] be forthcoming upon 
security furnished by the states, counties, 
and our productive lands, ’ 

‘Twenty years from now the British capi- 
talist will turn his back on South America, 
Mexico, Africa, and other wild | and 
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tled countries, and seek investments in the 
fairest and most promising section of the 
United States. Good security, stable gov 
ernment and rapid development will make 
him satisfied with a moderate interest, and 
following in his wake will be the capitalists 
of New England who even now are anxious 
to withdraw their money from the west, 

This is not wholly a mere prediction. Al- 
ready, in a moderate way,it is being realized 
in certain favored localities in more than 
one southern state.

MERIDIAN, Miss., October 27.—[Special.]— 
Bob Sims has been heard from. 

The recent exploits of the Seventh-day 
Adventist, moonshiner and outlaw, whose 
peculiar views led him to openly run a 
still in Choctaw county, Alabama, his 
arrest and subsequent killing of an officer, 
are stil) fresh in the public mind. Ina 
letter to The News, postmarked Kosciusko, 
Miss., Bob Sims gives his side as follows: 

To the People of Alabama. 

To the Authorities of the State of Alabama and 
People of Choctaw County: Three times I 
have been forced to flee from the above-named 
county tosave my life, which was and is yet 
sought by unlawful and biood-thirsty mobs. It is 
certainly now my privilege to call your attention 
to the facts as they exist, and it is certainly your 
duty to consider them. I ask nothing of you but 
what is lawful, and I demand the full force of the 
law exerted. A law not executed is an unneces- 
sary burden, and should be discontinued. If the 
statements which I make be true, then I demand 
a lawful hearing; if false, I demand a iawtful ref- 
utation. 

The Proof Demanded. 

In the first place, I am published as a moon- 
shiner and an outlaw, ard that I have a hundred 
armed men ready to lay down their lives defending 
these principles, Now my statement is, I made 
rum publicly, advertised it beforehand, and 
opened a plain road to the distillery. As to being 
an outlaw, I have been many times arrested, but | 
nover resisted an officer in wy life, nor did I ever 
carry a weapon. Now, I demand proof of the 
charyes, and I demand the names and location of 
the hundred armed men at my command, or apy 


number of them. The above charges are published | 


in the papers against me, and it is well known 
that bui I not fled from home, I would have 
been murdered by the mobs under these char.zes. 
Now, !flama transgressor of the law, I claim 
that I should be dealt with by the law and not by 
mobs. I have never fle! from law and justice, 
but from heinous mobs which the people of 


| Choctaw know. Now the people have been 


taxed a long time to run the law-making factory, 
and if there is yet no law turned out to deal with 
transgressors, the shop had as well close. If there 
is law, then I insist thatit be brought forth and 
executed. 

A Call for Law. 

To the law authorities and the people of Choc- 
taw county, Alabama, I bring these charges 
against the mobs. They have right before your 
eyes willfully and maliciously murdered my son 
and brother. They have gone in marauding squads 
to the homes of the Simses and plundered their 
houses, pointed guns at one of their wives, and 
with violence drove the families from 
their homes with threats that they would 
be burned alive with their household 
if found in the county four days later. Thev went 
also to six or more others, quiet and peaceable cit- 
izens of the county, covering them with guns, 
forcing them with yiolence to abandon their 
homes and all their possessions under the same 
perilof death to men, women and children by 
guns and by fire. These outrages are too well 
known to minutely describe here. [ask sympathy 
for the distressed and outraged widows and 
orphans, whose bereavements are made more 
bitter than death, wandering in solitary exile or 
sojourning among strangers, hovering in the 
miserable camps «f destitution and privation, to 
weep and mourn over murdered husband and 
father, sonand brother. 

Ia There Any Law? 

Now,I ask not your eyes to pity the heart- 
broken, fainting mothers and shrieking little ones, 
writhing under the heart piercing torture of 
bloody, reckless fiends which chase them still to 
their haunts of misery, raving for the blood that 
yet survives. In the approaching day of retribu- 
tion your measure will contain what you put in it, 
but this I ask: 

Have youalaw? If you bavea law, thenlI de- 
mand it executed; if you have no law, then all 
debts are canceled, land deeds are worthless. The 
land all goes back to the Creator, and no man bas 
any right to claim rent or taxes, and anybody has 
the right to make whisky and sell or give it to 
whom he pleases, and do as he pleases with any- 
t. ing that is his own. 

He Is Not a Tranegressor. 

In this case I am not a transgressor, for where 
there is no law there is no transgression. Soif 
you have no law, I demand the fact published as 
far and wide as you have published me an outlaw. 
This sets all captives free. It blots out all debts 
and taxes; so if you have law, now prove it. 
Apply 1t tomobs as well as *o mortgages. Since 
you have published me an outiaw, I demand of 
you a standard by which to determine an outlaw.

Let It Werk Both Ways. 

If you insist that these outrages are lawful on 
account of being perpetrated by strong mobs, 
with a preacher for their president, and mer- 
chants, a doctor and a sheriff for their captains, 
then 1 insist that poor men head mobs and make 
it lawful to pay no more mortguges. no more rents, 
no more doctor bills and no wore sheriff fees. 
Now, if the demands are not lawful and just, let 
the aathorities and the people speak out and say 
so. If the demands are lawful und just, let the 
authorities or the people force them, supply the 
demands.

A Communication from Hon. W. H. Flem-

The governor 
passes oply on the affidavits to identify the per- 
sons and the certified copies of letters of adminis- 
tration, etc. ‘The scheme is simplicity itself. 

2. Much concern is manifested because the act 
requires certain blanks to be furnished to the 
ordinaries and no special approprixtion is made 
to print them. Sensis the general law de- 
claring how. the public printer shall furnish 
“all blanks tor the use of the tate,’ etc., makes 
this objection too trivial for further notice. 

3. The gravest difficulty in the mind of your 
correspondent, or of thore from whom he ob- 
tained bis information, seems to be that no spe- 
cial appropriation was putin the act to pay tor 
publishing the names and amounts in the differ- 
ent counties. This was not an oversight, or result 
of “haste.”” The point was raised in the commit- 
tee, and it was emed unnecessary to put the 
appropriation in the act, as the contingent fund 
is proviaed for all such iteins of expense, the 
ainount being comparatively small, and not ascer- 
tainable at tue time. But if that fund is not suf- 
ficient, then surely the proper authorities ought 
to be equal to the emergency of getting the news- 
paper in each of the five counties to do the 
printing and wait for the money uutil next 
winter. The credit of the state ought to 
be vood for that. I will undertake to secure the 
proper —— in Richmond county, without 
charge ior services in the event any serious difli- 
culty is experienced in carrying into execution so 
vast a financial scheme. Nearly all the charges of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad comwission, 
were made on just such credits. 

I desire toadd that the direct tax refunding 
bill was drawn with much care in every respect, 
after a close examination of the law of congress 
on the subject, and I must respectfully protest 
against its being calied “botch wor,” unless 
some better reasoiis can be found than those that 
have been given. 

One other thing calisfora slight notice. Your 
special again alludes to the “detective and uncon- 
stitutional schoo! biil,’’ which, it says, the gov- 
erbor was compelled to veto. Asa meniber of the 
conference committee reporting that bill, | simply 
desire to say that, in my “humble opinion (bared

Were it not for the fact thatthe bill is now a 
dead issue and this communication is already too 
long, I could easily give some cogent reasous 
why the bil! might have become a law. 

It 1s hard!y necessary for me to add that I in- 
tend vo refiection upon your currespondent or the 
stateLouse officials, for each of whom I bive the 
highest regard; but there are times when hasty 
criticism should be met by a restatement of the 
facts, in order that the public may have a proper 
basis for reaching a justconclusion, Very re- 
spectfully, WILLIAM H, FLEMING.

You doubtless obtained your information from 
some source which you considered reliable, but 
which misrepresented my view of the law. 

No ruling on the act has been made by me ex- 
cept as to the mode of procedure to enforce com- 
phance with its requirements upon complaints 
filed as prescribed by the act itself. 

If you bave read the account, you will admit that it 
in express terms m :kes it operative from the date 
of its paseage, and has therefore been in full force 
since the 21st instant, the date of its approval by 
the governor. Therefore, all companies which 
have not observed its requirements since that date 
are amenable to its penalties. 

Having unintentionally reported ine incorrectly, 
and in sodoing may have misled companies af- 
fected by this law, I trust you will do me the jus- 
tice to correct the statement of my position on 
this question made by you in this morning’s Con- 
STITUTION.

‘to turn their attention to the matter of 
agreeing upon aticket on which all could unite 
for Atlanta’s good, hit the nail straight on 
the head. 

Chairman Cabaniss, of the citizens’ execu- 

tive committee, announces in favor of in- 
augurating a movement which will give 
Atlanta a municipal race without the in- 
jection of an irrelevant and prosperity-de- 
feating issue at this time. The executive 
committee will be called together in due 
time, and everything will move along as 
smoothly as possible. 

How It Will Be Done. 

The meeting must be called by Mr.

That was decided at a citizens’ meeting 
three or four years ago.

These candidates should 
be named with the great and diversified in- 
terest of Atlant® in view, and regardless of 
whether they have entertained any intention 
of entering the race ornot. They ought to 
po the best men for the place, whether they 
are seeking the office, or the office is seeking 
thein. No doubt that committee, if appointed, 
will select men who have had no intention of 
running for oflices.”’ 

Talking to the People. 

Reporters of TH& CONSTITUTION were as- 


“ stoned yesterday the duty of talking with rep- 


sentative citizens of al! classes and professions, 
with whom they chanced to come in contact, 
concerning the next (municipal race, and the 
importance of its being conducted by a gen- 
eral citizens’ movement. 

With wonderfui unanimity the people are 
in favor of it. Below will be found a long 
list of men whose names speak for them- 
selves. They are representative, conserva- 
tive citizens of Atlanta, and all of them have 


Among the number are probibitionists and 
anti-prohibitionists—but all agree that this 
yexatious issue should not be injected into 
every local campaign, and that like all other 
things there isa proper time for the settle- 
ment of discussions on this line. 

Merchants, lawyers, mechanics, bankers, 
and citizens generally, approve the idea 
of a citizens’ movement by which a ticket 
can be chosen, committed to no class, put 
out’ by no faction, and being directly re- 
sponsible for the people, not for the suc- 
cess or failure of any single issue as 
predominating all others, but having the 
general progress and prosperity of the city 
at heart. 

. Just read what the people say about it: 

Mr. Jacop Haas: ‘The conservative citi- 


_ wens of Atianta look to the city committee to 


take the initiatory step towards bringing out 
a thoroughly conservative and representative 
ticket for councilmen and aldermen. The 
city’s interests ior the coming year need to be 
taken care of by men chosen in just such a 
way. They should be selected with an eye to 
the welfare of Atlanta, to the exclusion of the 
furtherance of some particular object sought 
for by a part of the people. There is a number 
6t important matters to be looked after the 
ensuing year, matters which the city needs,

tion when a ticketis made up. And it will 
take an assemblage of the citizens, such as 
have been held, to keep this strictly in view.” 

Mr. GEorRGE PARROTT: ‘‘The city’s inter- 
ésts, especially at this time, require good men 
at the head. We need good waterworks, and 
want them badly. We need other things, all 
ofwhich will greatly benefit Atlanta, and 
which all of the citizens, without exception, 
are desirous of having. Now give us a repre- 
sentative ticket, one composed of men from the 
various branches of trade and commerce, who 
will look to matters such as these. Let’s not 
have any clashing, but let’s have a ticket 
which will meet every good citizen's approval, 
and which wili satisfy every one by the work 
of its members.” , 

Mr. P. H. Snook: ‘The only way to ever 
get the sentiment of the city is to have the 
Citizens themselves meet and talk out. It’s 
the only way to save «cntention. We can’t 
afford to have the town torn all to pieces. The 
business community condemns that most vigor- 
ously. ‘Anything for peace,’ they cry. At- 
Janta ison the high road to prosperity, and 
the only way for a continuance is for us al! to 
work shoulder to shoulder. When the best 
people of a place are split up itis a bad thing. 
Iam for Atlanta at all times and under all 
circumstances, and with all sincerity I say, 
let’s have no division of the people. A city 
can’t grow if her residents haven’t got her in- 
terests above all else.”’ 

Mr. J. M. ALExanpeR: “Believing it to 
be the true duty of every true Atlantian to 
support all measures looking forward to the 
honorable advancement of the city, I am 
Pleased to say that I regard the selection of 
men to fil] responsible office that is made by a 
mass meeting of citizens as the very best 
method. Experience has shown that the city 
government, when composed of mambara thna 
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chosen, has given the best satisfaction. The 
interests of Atlanta have grown too great and 
too diversified for it to be judicious for the 
selection of candidates to be left toa minority 
gathering, whose ice is greater in person- 
ality than in the phblic good. There is no 
greater truth than ‘there is wisdom in multi- 
tude of counsel.’ Many citizens will attend 
me “aeetings thus called, for they may hope 
t san influence at such meetings that 
woud be inert if attempted to be exercised at 
what might be called a professional gathering 
of interested politicians.” 

Mr. L. H. Becx: “One of the best councils 
Atlanta has ever had was one chosen by the 
citizens in a mass meeting. It was when 
George Hillyer was mayor, and I tell you that 
Was a rattling good set of men. I worked for 
their election and a number of others did who 
contributed their services knowing it would be 
to Atlanta’s good should they be elected. By 
all means let's continue that plan of choosing 
our representatives. Let the people act in 
harmony, look forward to a prosperous era 
and, with that in view, get a ticket all the 
people will approve and one that will not 
be a bone of contention. By all means do 
away with factions.” 

Mr. Huan Inman: “Letacitizens’ meet- 
ing be called, and a good ticket be put for- 
ward for the council. That’s the way to get 
representatives with the city’s interests at 
heart. Atlanta was never more prosperous or 
in @ more growing condition than now. Every 
one who is working is finding it easy to get 
along. The various classes are doing well. 
It’s not alone unnecessary, but inadvisable and 
calculated to do injury to do whatever tends 
to stir up strife at this hour. There should be 
a ticket made up by the people, forall the peo- 
ple apd as much for them in an entirety as for 
any one man or apy one class,” 

Mr. G. V. Gress: ‘*There is but one way 
to get a good ticket for the city, and that is for 
her citizens to make it without an eye for the 
success of some pet scheme or policy. Let the 
questions which concern all Atlanta be the 
issue. Let men be selected with econonifc 
ideas of government. Now, take the salary 
question, forinstance. Ina city as large as 
Atlanta it’s an easy matter to get good men to 
serve as councilmen, without any greater 
compensation than $200. It is assuredly a 
position of honor, and the old amount should 
stand, for it is not intended toserve asa salary. 
You raise the $200to $600, and pretty soon 
there will be a temptation to raise it further. 
Then the office will be sought for, and not the 
man. Now, suppose that you nominate men 
who will consider such questions, which con- 
cern the city, and not sideissues which will 
tear up things. A citizens’ meeting will ac- 
complish it,’’ 

Captain W.D. Evtis: “Atlanta with its 
great revenue, must have men of first- 
class ability to represent her; men who 
are committed to no clique or faction, who 
represent the city’s interests at large. I am 
opposed to the domination of those who favor 
extremes. The movement which has pre- 
vailed of iate years, by which mass meetings 
of citizens nominated, should be adopted 
again this fall. This thing of having matters 
agitated which are in good shape and which 
are being well regulated will harm Atlanta. 
But you get councilmen who are pledged to 
Atlanta’s interests and that alone and you'll 
never complain of your choice. An assem- 
blage of a party will not get such.” 

Mr. JOHN CALVIN: “It is a capital sug- 
gestion, and I approve it. We want repre- 
sentative, conservative men at the wheel. 
This is a great city of ours. Tocarry her for- 
ward at the splendid gait she is going, her 
people must stand together in harmony. The 
proposed plan seems to me to be in the right 
spirit and at the right time.”’ 

COLONEL JOHN Goopwin: “I think that 
the city has attained the size, and has such 
varied interests, that her best and strongest 
citizens should be willing, when called upon, 
to represent the people in thecity government. 
The responsibility of the establishment of 
new waterworks ona proper basis is already 
upon us, and, yet, his is only one of the very 
many responsibilities and trusts to be dis- 
charged. I don’t think that the views of any 
portion of the people on the liquor question 
should be permitted to subordinate other great 
interests of our growing city.

suject as injurious to the city, and a thing 
that ought to be discountenanced by every 
citizen.”’ 

Mr. Joen Hurt: “Atlantais too large a 
city to extend its interests to any save sirong, 
careful, able and good men. The issue should 
be Atianta. Her best citizeus should be sent to 
the next council. I would deprecate the in- 
jection of the prohibition question in the com- 
ing election. Wecan secure our best men by 
selecting them irrespective of their viows on 
this question. In this emergency it will not 
do to elect men who have personal interests to 
premote or axes to grind. I think we can 
elect the strongest set of officials that Atlanta 
has ever had. Iwishto see Atlanta’s pros- 
perity advanced and her best interests pro- 
moted and I am for men who will work on this 
line.”’ 

Mr. L. J. Hiitx: “IT think the best plan is 
@ mass meeting, and appoint acitizens’ com- 
mittee to select the municipal ticket. There 
ought to be a good ticket putin the field, and 
then it ought to be elected. The trouble with 
the conservative element, the people who 
have the great interest of the city at heart, is 
that they are too lukewarm. They don’t like 
to mix up with political muddles, and the re- 
sult is these one-feature, one-idea, factional 
politicians marshal’ their following with re- 
markable zeal and harmony, and if they don’t 
elect their mev, they will come very near it. 
The conservative element ought to devise 
some plan of placing in the field a ticket of the 
bast men in Atlanta, and then go to work and 
elect it.” 

Mr. J. H. Porter: “I want a good 
ticket of liberal, progressive men, with a full 
conception of the duties of  pubiic 


officers, and the courage to discharge 
them, placed in the field, and when this is 


done I will doallin my power to help elect. 
I am pot prepared to discuss the best method 
of selecting that ticket.”’ 

Mr. M.Ricw: “I am for the interest of 
Atlanta first, last and always.

and devoted to one hobby, but who will work 
for the best interest of the whole city. Men 

who will aid and improve the public schools, 

improve the streets and look to the building of 

sewers, etc. Itistime these one-idea politi- 

cians were sat down on. Asto the best and 

safest plan of selecting these men, I am not 

prepared tosay; but I think the mass meeting, 

citizens’ committee plan about as good as 

any.” 

Carraix T. L. Lanaston: “I believe in 
the mass meeting plan asa preliminary. Let 
the mass meeting select 100 good citizens to 
name a ticket, and place the responsibility on 
the committee. This ought to be satisfactory 
and safe. Itis out of the question to censure 
or attack the judgment of 100 honest citizens 
when they have acted in harmony and with 
the best interests of the city at heart.’ 

Mr. Tom Meapor: “We don’t want any 
factional politicians in office. We want lib- 
eral, progressive men. We can’t afford 
to entrust the great diversified inter- 
ests of this city to  narrow-mind- 
ed, one-sided, hobby-hampered people 
in our city offices. These faction politics ought 
to be settled at once for always, and the way 
to do itis for the conservative people, those 
who hold the common interests of the city 
above any faction or hobby, to meet in mass 
meeting, appoint a committee of 100 men, 
good representative citizens, to select a ticket, 
and then go to work to elect. This method 
will be satisfactory to me, and I will do all I 
can to elect the ticket.” 

Mr. Jozk Hrrscn: “Good men, representa- 
tive men, is what we need in office for the bast 
interest of Atlanta. Let the citizens assem- 
ble in mass meeting, appoint a 
committee of fifteen from each 
ward, and ten from the city at large, in- 
struct them to name a municipal ticket, 
then abide by their decision in harmony and 
elect the ticket nominated. That’s my idea, 
and that will satisfy me.

Mr. J. T. AsHForD: “I believe the most 
satisfactory plan of nominating municipal 
ticket is by a citizens’ committee of 100 ap- 
pointed by common consent of the conserva- 
tive poople of Atianta, Above all things I 
will work for good and progressive city gov- 
ernment.” 

Mr. E. W. MarsH: “Iam convinced that 
something is radically wrong with the city 
government. There are too many unnecessary 
oftices. There is too much extravagance. Taxes 
are too high, and they must be cut down. 
High taxes keep people away from Atlanta. 
There is no reason for these high taxes, Iam 
for economy in the city’s administration. It 
should be run on strictly business principles. 
I am in favor of electing men of unquestiona- 
ble ability and character. I am in favor of 
retrenchment and reform, and now is a good 
time to begin. There are many important is- 
sues facing us, apy one of which is more im- 
portant to us than prohibition. If we fight on 
this question we are apt to lose sight of our 
best men, and inferior men will be elected. 
There is no reason why prohibition should cut 
any figure in the next election. Every mem- 
ber of the council should look after Atlanta’s 
best interests first, last and all the time, and 
shoald sit down upon jobbery and schemes. 
There is too much ring rule here. It’s most as 
bad-as Tweed bossism.”’ 

Carrain J. W. EnGuisn: “If there ever 
was a time in Atlanta’s history when we 
needed strong and able men to manage the 
city’s affairs, now is that time. We must se- 
lect a ticket composed of the ablest and best 
citizens of Atlanta, and compel them to 
serve.” 

Jupar LownpeEs CatHoun: ‘'The best and 
ablest men should be chosen, and Atlanta's 
prosperity should be the one guiding prin- 
ciple.”’ 

Mr. Pavt Romare: ‘The members of the 
next council must be men who represent At~ 
lanta’s best interests. Wedo not want one- 
idea men. Outside issues should not be brought 
in. Only men of good business qualifications 
and unassailable reputations should be elected. 
Grave responsibilities and important duties 
will fa!l upon the incoming administration. 
Atlanta’s destiny will rest larzely in their 
hands. Their course will mean either ad vance- 
ment or retrogression. Every citizen should 
use his influence to bring outthe very best and 
strongest men. We must not elect oflice- 
seekers or men who have axes to grind. There 
are plenty of capable men who will consent to 
serve Atianta in this emergency.”’ 

CoLoneL P. L. Mynatr: “TL regard the 
coming clection as one of the most important 
elections ever held in Atlanta. I am a pro- 
hibitionist, yet I deprecate making prohibition 
an issue at this time. A much weightier prob- 
lem confronts us. Atlantais in need of some 
salutary reforms. Many important matters of 
serious import demand the attention of our 
people. Atlanta needs a new police station 
house, anew building for city officers, and 
others too numerous to enumerate. The in- 
coming council will be called upon to regulate 
questions which deeply concern every resident 
of the city. Taxes are toohigh. Is there any 
reason why they should be so high? Money is 
required to run successfuliy acity. Economy 
must be practiced. Financial sagacity must 
be shown. Thecity must be run on business 
principjes. This isa crisis in Atlant’s history. 
Upon the new mayor and councilmen will de- 
volve grave responsibilities. It behooves us 
to see that only our best men are elected. We 
require men of abilitvand character; men who 
can see what is best for Atlanta, and who will 
act fearlessly. I fear there is too much ring 
rule in Atlanta. Men with axes to grind and: 
schemes to advance must be sent to the rear. 
The issue shouid be Atlanta. The platform 
should be Atlanta. On this our best and 
abiest citizens can stand.”’ 


JupGeE Henry TANNER: “In this emerg- 
ency we need our best men. There never was 
a time in Atlanta’s history when it was so im- 
portant to select only strong, brainy, nervy 
men. It might be well to keep out of- view 
the prohibition question, yet I should not 
object to see both sides represented in the 
council Every man we “elect to the next 
general council shoulgghave Atlanta in view 
all the time; should strive to promote At- 
lanta’s good in every way possible. We can- 
not afford to piace incompetent men in power. 
We must bring out our strongest men.” 

Masor W. F. Staton: “I have decided 
views regarding this matter and do not object 
to expressing them. First let me say that all

They will 
not refuse to serve. No citizen hasa right to 
refuse to serve under these circumstances. I 
think this is ap emergency. It is a crisis in 
Atlanta’s history. The next council will 
either push forward Atlanta or push her back- 
ward.”’ 

Mr. A. fF. Coorrper: “The citizens of 
Atlanta should have in view in choosing 4 

ayor and councilmen only one thing— 
Atianta’s good,”’ 

Mr. J. J. Barngs: “Thisis a time when 
we must call into service only the very best 
citizens,”’ 

Suerirr Morrow: “We can’t afford to 
send weak men to the next council. There 
are grave questions to be solved, and upon 
their solution will rest Atlanta’s destiny,” 

Jupce J. T. Hoox: “It behooves the 
people of Atlanta to choose wisely in the ap- 
proaching election. Only men of ability and 
character should beelected. Atlanta has vast 
interests at stake. We need our best men in 
this emergency.”’ 

Mr. W. H. Brornerton: ‘Certainly I 
amin favor of a citizens’ mass meeting, and 
the putting out of a good strong ticket, com- 
posed throughout of the best men that can be 
induced to accept the offices. The election of 
aldermen and councilmen is purely a matter 
of business, and only business men, with a 
thorough knowledge of all the needs and _re- 
quirements of the city, should be placed in 
such offices. Atlanta isa growing city, and 
requires the best available men to handle her 
interests, financial and otherwise. A mass 
meeting, to which the entire public is invited, 
is undoubtedly the best and fairest method of 
getting at public sentiment, and satisfying all 
parties; therefore, I ceriainlyam in iavor of 
one.”’ 

Jupce Grorce Hitiyver: “Only five 
short years ago the - total annual expense 
of the city government was less than six hun- 
dred and seventy-five thonsand dollars. Since 
then population has increased only about 
one-fifth, and yet in that short time the city's 
annual expenses have run up to $1,600,000. 
The city was just as well governed; its buasi- 
ness in every department just as well carried 
on then asnow. Taxes and assessments are 
too high, and if something is not done to re- 
form and check the tendency to waste and ex- 
travagance Atlanta will benothing but a good 
place to move away from. 

"I have said it before, and with all the re- 
sponsibility which comes from knowledge of the 
subject, I repeat that our rate of taxation can 
be reduced, and ought to be reduced to 1 per 
cent. If,we will elect no man to council 
who is not for tax reduction, this reform will 
cone. Our taxes will be a third less than they 
are, and my word forit, in the hands of a 
council who believe in this . policy, the 
public business will all be carried on 
practically as well 4s with the present unjust 
rate of 14 percent. I say unjust rate, and I 
repeat it, for all unnecessary taxation is op- 
pressive and unjust, and ought not to be al- 
lowed. 

“Atlanta is dependent on the honesty and 
wisdom of her people for her prosperity. The 
time was when nearly every man in the city 
looked after and guarded her interests just 
like hisown. Wiliitever be so again? Let 
us agitate economy and reduction of taxes, 
and we need not despair of success. We can 
do littie or nothing to rid ourselves of the 
tyranny of federal taritis and exactions, and 
even state taxes are not in our control; but 
with this city tax it is different. We can 
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remedy that, and remedy it speedily. Weare 
charatable gor weakness and folly if we 


of don’t do it. 


“You ask me about nominations. Well, I 
think we had best have none of them. Let 
candidates be brought out and run and be dis- 
cussed on their merits and fitness. This is a 
better system than.a slate fixed up by a caucus 
committee.”’

Some time ago the 1890 Club, a very large and 
very respectable temperance organization of this 
city. called a mass mene g of allthe citizens of 
Atianta, who were opposed to barrooms,‘ and in 
favor of putting out a municipal ticket on this 
issue. Thecall was forevery one who was in 
sympathy with the movement, and the notice was 
publicandample. The mass meeting held in 
yursuance of it was large and representative. 
Mat meeting elected a committee of forty-five 
from each ward, aud ten from the city at large, 
whose duties it was to secure the names of suita- 
ble candidates and place them before the people, 
on the issue thus made. That committee did its 
work, and the ticket named by it is now before the 

eople. 

This 
is conceded on all sides. © only objection 
that can be madeto it is that the call 
tor the mass mecting, excluded all who were in 
favor of granting further licenses to barrooms. 
If the majority of the voters of thiscity are op- 
posed to licensing barrooms any longer, then this 
ticket ought to stand. If not, then 1t ought to 
give place to another. T issue is sharply de- 
fined.

The committee of forty passed a resolution, 
which was published, that they were willing to 
submit the ticket named by them, either to the 

ople, at the polls, or toa democratic primary. 

hey recognize the fact that they do not repre- 


sent all the voters of Atlanta, and are willing to | 


abide by the decision of a majority in any oe 
whicha fair and full expression may be , 
There is no hall in Atlanta which would hold all 
the people on both sides of this question who 
mi (tt wish to attend a mass meeting of citizens, 
and therefore it would be impracticable to geta 
full and fair expression in that way. Let us have 
a fair contest on this issue. 

[submit thatthe motions which actuated the 
members of the 1890 Club in  wmak- 
ing this call were of the highest 
and purest character. They thought that the 
existence of the licensed retail liquor shop in our 
midst was a baneful curse, aud that to close for- 
ever the doors of these places, which invite our 
young men and boys to the beginning of a career 
of drunkenness and crime, would bea great and 
inestimabie yoy oy 2 They thought that to get rid 
of the retail traffic in spirituous liquofs would be 
the best practical solution of the liquor question, 
and that it was the part of wisdom and conserva- 
tism to offer tothe people of Atlanta this solution, 
and thus get rid of the otherwise inevitible con- 
test under the total prohibition local option 
law. I am persuaded thatthis was the spirit and 
pur that animated those who started this 
movement, as well asthe committee of forty who 
have given it detinite shape by placing in the field 
a ticket, pledged to carry it out to its final con- 
summation.

At 
least one of the fires was started before sunset, 
fora farmer saw the smoke from a distance, 
and supposed that it was brusl, burning. 

The Hortons live on a farm six miles from 
Davisboro. They are regarded in the neighbor- 
hood as bad men. Itis amatterof comimon 
reportinthe county that the brother, whois 
in jail in this city for express robbery, wanted 
to marry a girl whose biood is not of pure 
white strain. Henry and Fred were not sus- 
pected at home of writing tho’ threatening 
etters to the express and railroad companies, 
but other members of the family were thought 
to be the authors.

A HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION 


To Be Suggested By Professor Strahan at 
Today's Koad Congress. 

Among the delegates to the road congress at 
the Kimball! last night THe ConstiTuTION 
found Professor C. M. Strahan, who occupies 
the chair of civil engineering irf the State uni- 
versity, and whocomes with Mr. W. S. Hol- 
man, to represent Clarke county in today’s 
congress. Professor Strahan is deeply inter- 
ested in the question of good roads and will 
propose the organization of a Highway Im- 
provement Society similar to that which is 
wielding such an influence in New York state. 
In the conversation Professor Strahan said: 

“As a delegate from the county of 
Clarke to the road congress, and as a citizen 
of Georgia, deeply interested in her weliare, I 
sincerei:y trust that a rousing attendance may 
mark tomorrow’s meeting. The sentiment is 
rapidly gaining ground, and has back of it a 
large number of the mest influential and con- 
servative men in the country, which believes 
that no singie factor operates more strongly 
against the well-being of our people, whether 
in town or country, than the miserable system 
of wagon roads along which the trattic of the 
farms are forced to move. 

“The large array of factsand arguments 
which support this sentiment are but little 
known and less realized by our people, and I 
believe that agitation and some organization 
by which these ideas shall be spread is highly 
essential. ITintend to propose tomorrow the 
formation of a highway improvement associa- 
tion similar to the one in New York. 

‘*T value most highly the good which is done 
by the annual meetings of road congresses and 
Iam hopeful that the present one may be 
able to agree upon some good system which 
willcommend itself to the contidence and 
judgment of the peopie, Yet 1am firmly con- 
vinced that to reap the best results we must 
have a permanent body toact as the head of 
this movement, to keep alive the enthusiasm, 
to col.ect statistics, and to furnish facts and 
arguments upon which legisiation may. be 
saiely and conservatively based. A simple 
and effective instrument to this end is the fol- 
lowing: 

‘1. The body to be called the Highway Im- 
provement Association of Georgia. 

“2. It ofticers to be a president, secretary 
and treasurer, and an executive committee of 
three. . 

'*3. Its members to be citizens of Georgia in- 
terested in this movement, who shall be en- 
titied to enrollment upon the payment of a 
small membership fee, say of 50 cents per 
annhuin. 

‘4. The funds to be expended under order 
of the executive committee, in the purchase, 
collection and distribution of printed matter 
relating to highway improvement. 

“Such other features may be ad- 
ded as may suggest themselves 
to the good judgment of the organizers, 
simplicity of organization being the aim and 
not cumbersomeness 

“I believe that the question of providing the 
state with a complete system of superior 
macadamized roads and maintenance of the 
same is one whose own inerits, 1f properly pre- 
sented, will carry it through. Our people have 
so long been used to the ‘disturbed streaks of 
soil,’ which we call roads, that they do not 
know what an avenue of happiness and pros- 
perity a good roadcan be. Take the small 
county of Clarke. Our people do not realize 
that their mules and _ horses stand- 
ing idle, in their stalis, owing 
to impassable roads, are annually consum- 
ing $36,000. They do know but do not real- 
ize that the winter rains wash down from 
their hills each year the equivalent of $3,000 
of work. They do not see that with good 
roads, two horses will easily do the work 
of three at present: that harness and wagon 
would double their present life; that ‘a load,’ 
as computed by Professor Ely, can be hauied 
ten miles as cheaply as it can be carried one 
mile by a dirt road and the remainder of the 
way by rail; that the children, under the ex- 
tended system of school terms, need not lose 
any time froin school by boggy roads; that the 
opportunity for neighborly gatherings and re- 
ligious meetings woyild be multiplied; that, in 
short, the experience of the oid world and the 
common sense of the new, unite in the cry 
that it pays to build and maintain first-class 
hard-surfaced highways. 

“Such an organization can, under proper 
management, bring together the thinking men 
of ail classes in favor of permanent, hard-sar-

THE MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
xchange. 

NEW YORK, October 27,-—The stock market was 
again dull today, though there were spurts of activity 
ina few stocks, which were paid special attention to 
»y the bears,and the tone was rather weak throughout 
though movements among gactive stocks were, except 
in few cases, of any importance whatever. There were 
rumors afloat, both here and in Boston, of financial 
troubles in some firms in the latter city. These rumors 
were effective, to some extent, in causing slight de- 
clineg, which were scored during the day. The bulk 
of the selling, as usual of late, was by the traders and 
bears, who are taking advantage of the waiting humor 
gf speculators and investors pending the result of the 
coming election, as well as other developments looked 
forin the near future. The news of the day was uni- 
formly favorable, and some three million dollars in 
goic was ordered from the other side, while advices 
from movements of merchandise and grain show that 
railroads are doing the largest business in their his- 
tory. The opening was small fractions higher. helped 
by a moderate demand from foreigners, but hammer- 
ing began immediately, and the opening prices were in 
the most active stocks and best of the day's. The con- 
test in St. Paul was waged with vigoron both sides, 
but the net result was little importance. Read- 
ing showed the widest fluctuation among the leading 
shares, dropping 1’, to 41, but others were traded in 
within a range of less than 1 percent. Chicago Gas 
was in demand at advancing prices, but a weakness of 
the general list prevented any material improvement. 
Cordage, however, was the onl¥ strong feature of 
the day, and isthe only stock showing any material 
gain, but the movements of the Industrials now have 
no intiuence upon the railroad list, and there was no 
disposition shown to follow its lead at any time of the 
day. Aichison was also largely traded in, but failed to 
move. Shorts covered somewhatin the late trading, 
and slight fractions were regained, the market closing 
dullte firmattheraily. The final changes, however, 
are al! in fractional losses, with the single exception 
of Cordage, whichisup 1%.

The main feature in today's market was 
the selling of a line of 15,000 shares of long stock by a 
prominent house. As faras we can learn,itis for a 
party holding the stock for some time, and, becoming 
tired, he has seen fitto let his load go. The market 
sold off about '@-4 percent, and there was no snap 
to itatany time. Traders at times attempted to bid 
up the general list, but they met long stocks on every 
rally. It was the first time ina week or so that a fair 
amount of long stock has come on the market. ‘The 
railroad situation remains unchanged, except that the 
roads entering Chicago are beginning to complain on 
account of a decrease in the tonnage. The east-bound 
shipments are showing a decrease every week of about 
ten thousand tons, asit is cheaper to ship the stuff 
via St. Louisor Duluth. The Grand Trunk road, we 
understand, will give notice that they will not here 
after charge for switching at Chicago. A regular 
charge has always been the case, but the Grand 
Trunk officials claim that the other roads are absorb- 
ing more than their share of business by secretly do- 
ing away with the swiiching charges, and for this rea- 
son they secure more of the traffic than they are en- 
titled to. This matter willcome up before the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association shortly. Chicago Gas has 
been strong all day, but it seemed as if a little long 
stock was being marketed above 56. Unless we get 
some evcouragement from London tomorrow we 
think prices will shade off.

CHICAGO, October 27.—-Foreign cables were steady, 
some reporting a firmer tone and better demand. Du- 
luth reported their market Ic per bushel higher. Dur- 
ing the early part of the session the offerings were 
very light and the market seemed strong. There 
have been rumors about the board for the past day or 
two that some very heavy speculators, located some- 
where inibe east or in some foreign country, were 
long on large quantities of wheat for December deliy- 
ery. There have been hints thrown out that some- 
thing sensational is going to bappen. This, together 
with the fact that a natural reaction would be in or- 
der, caused quite liberal buying by the shorts. Some- 
thing did happen, but it was the unexpected. The 
weekly shipments from the Indian, Baltic and other 
ports were 4,800,000 bushels, or pearly three million 
bushels more than one week ago. The result was a 
genera! desire to realize and a heavy closing at the 
lowest point ofthe day. There is a great deal of talk 
about the drought, which, should it continue, may 
become serious; but our observation has been that 
our largest crops have invariably been produced from 
piantingin dry soil. The higher cables and estimated 
light receipts resuited in a good demand, which 
caused another advance in cnsh and the early deliy- 
eries ofcorn. Theshoris begin to realize ghat the 
only way to get out of their contracts for Octéber and 
November isto buy out, and they were quite active 
along that line. 

There has been considerable new corn moving, but 
the probabilities are that there wiil not be much sheli- 
ing forthe market until the middie of November, 
Should the weather continue dry up to that time it 
may be diflicult to sustain the prevailing prices, but 
unfavorable weather might cause a continuation of 
the present scarcity. 

The receipts of oats were very large, but the demand 
absorbs all the offerings at about yesterday's prices. 

The receipts of hogs are very large. The specuiation

Therefore,a rule nisi was issued, 
and Mr. Woodward was ordered into court to 
show cause why he should not be punished for 
contempt. 

In obedience to the court's mandate, yester- 
day morning Mr. Woodward was before Trial 
Justce Manning to answer the charge. 


His expianation of his conduct did not sat- | 


isfy the justice. He failed, in the court's 
eyes, to exonerate himself, and he was not 
able to purge himself of the alleged contempt. 

Mr. Woodward was astonished when Judge 
Manning ordered him to go to jail. 


The order committing him to jail did not | 


fix the duration of his imprisonment. 


Mir. Woodward said he had done nothing 
but serve the summons of garnishment on the | 


railrcad, at whose depot the goods were. He 
was very indignant at what he regarded as 
arbitrary and summary proceedings on Judge 
Manning's part. 

He at once sent for his lawyers, Messrs. 
Simmons & Corrigan, and Jaid the matter be- 
fure them. 

Mr. Simmons immediately went with a writ 
of habeas corpus before Judge Westmoreland, 
who was holding courtin place of Judge Van 
Epps. 

Judge Westmoreiand consented to hear the 
case at once, and put aside a case which was 
pending. 

Mr. Woodward was in court, but Judge 
Manning was not; nor did he send any reason 
for being absent. 

Mr. Simmons briefly but. clearly stated the 
facts in the case. He then drew up an order 
for bis client’s release. 

Judge Westmoreland said he felt disposed to 
sign the order atonce, but thought that it was 
best not to do so till the other side had been 
heard. 

“Why is Judge Manning absent?” the court 
inquired. 

‘Because,”’ replied Mr. Simmons, “he is 
not.’” 

“Who notified him’’”’ asked Judge West- 
morelard. 

“I, myself, went to his office,’ Mr. Sim- 
mous answered, “‘but could not find him. It 
is not our fault that he is not here. I intend 
to lay the ‘natter before the grand jury and 
have Judge Manning indicted for false im- 
prisonment.’’ 

‘“‘T will waita while,”’ said the judge, and 
send for Judge Manning. 

A few hours later Judge Manning appeared 
in court. 

The facts as stated by Mr. Simmons were 
not controverted by Judge Manning. 

‘‘Will your honor now sign the order?’’ Mr. 
Simmons asked. 

Judge Westmoreland said: ‘“The defendant, 
James Woodward, is discharged because he 
was, and is, illegally imprisoned.”’ 

Mr. Woodward says he will seek redressin the 
courts. He believes he has a good case aga'‘nst 
Judge Manning and will sue him for dam- 
aves. 

“The law is that a justice of the peace may 
convict a party for contempt of court, but can- 
not imprison him fora longerterm than five 
hours. The committing order did not say how 
long the offending person was to stay in jail, 
and this is why Judge Westmoreland decided 
that Mr. Woodward was unlawfully de- 
tained. 

‘ This is an unusual case, the lawyers say. 

It has caused something of astir, and Mr. 
Woodward and his friends are highly indig- 
nant.

The Oldest Man in the World to Become 
ad Bridegroom. 


HE KNEW GEORGE WASHINGTON. 


And Has Outlived More Generations Than 
Any Man in the Civilized World—He 
Tells Experiences of Long Ago. 


Aman who claims to have talked with 
George Washington! 

Only one of that kind lives. 

And his home is in Georgia. 

Over one hundred years ago he was christened, 
and since that event he has been Known as 
Hiram Lester. One hundred and twenty-four 
years aco he was born in Kaleigh, N. C., so he 
Bays. 

But old records and testimony of the oldest 
people now livingin Henry county, Georgia, 
show that when they were young, Hiram Les- 
ter was av aged man. 

This contirms his antiquity. 

Besides, Uncle Hiram—that’s what he is 
called—has ason who is himself an infirm 
man of eighty years. The son lives on a farm 
at Tunis Station, Ga., and is said by those 
who know both, to be an older-looking man 
than his father. 

Up to the time of the late war, Uncle Hiram 
exhibited with much pride the old family 
Bible, with the birth records, showing him 
then to be acentenarian. He also had a stack 
of old letters and documents of colonial inter- 
est, belonging to himself and his father, with 
a furlough of his own, from the war of 1812. 

Unfortunately, these papers were destroyed 
by Sherman’s soldiers, except a few scraps of 
correspondence which Uncle Hiram somehow 
preserved. These were written by different 
people connected with the revolutionar, war, 
and most of them bear on withstanding the 
Indians and fighting the red coats. 

Uncle Hiram came from a famous family. 
He recounts now, with evident delight, all 
that be knows of it from tbe time his great- 
grandfather Lester was a “vice gerent’’ 
of the crown, as he puts it, 
and the time that another ancestor and his 
lady marched with their twenty-four sons be- 
fore the throne previous to embarking for 
America, down to the time his own sons took 
part in the late war. He says that the family 
has been noted for lontevity. 

**Peopie used to say ‘you never knowed a 
Lester to die,’”"’ said Uncle Hiram, “but in 
my day I hev knowed many a one to do it.”’ 

The father of Uncle Hiram is said to have 
lived a whole century and his grandfather, at- 
tained the wonderful age of one hundred and 
tifteen years; but the grandson beats that con- 
siderabiy, and is today as hale an old man as 
can be found. 

Uncle Hiram has led a busy and, quite 
naturally, varied life. He hascieared timbers, 
farmed, fought Indians and British, kept 
® store and practiced medicine. He claims to 
remember wel! all the incidents relating to 
the revolutionary war, and can tell you about 
scenes that occurred and people who figured 
in them with marvelous lucidity far one 
so old. His memory is, in fact, phenomenal. 
Minutest incidents of a century ago come up 
before him as though enacted but yesterday. 

Uncie Hiram once enjoyed the hospitality 
of George Washington’s roof for three days 
when he was almost grown. He tells with 
great enthusiasm of the courtiliness of 
Washington and the plain elegance of his 
lady; of the warmth which greeted the visitor 
at Mount Vernon, and the great love and con- 
fidence grown people and children alike re- 
posed in General Washington. 

It is truly a voice from a former generation 
when Uncle Hiram speaks of Ausward negoti- 
uting, in behalf of the British Empire, with 
Jefferson, Madison, Jay and Lawrence, abont 
shipping on the high seas; how they reached 
an agreement; how Ausward outwitited them 
in establishing the “Claim of of Eng!and’’ to 
all seamen once initiated into the established 
church ; bow the frigate Chesapeake was over- 
powered, and how the war was tinally ad- 
justed. Or, again, recounting the battle of 
King’s Mountain, in which he himself fought; 
he warms up in describing how Farquarhar- 
son, with 800 men, was dislodged by strategy 
from his secure position, and, together with 
500 men, was slain, when the American forces 
only numbered about four hundred and fifty 
in all. 

Hiram Lester was with General Jackson f 
some months before the battle of New Orleans, 
but was not at the battle. He did not take 
part in the Mexican war, being over seventy 
years old. He was a second cousin to General 
Hays, who was killed at Beuna Vista, and 
raised him up to his thirteenth year. 

Notwithstanding his service in. the war of 
1812, Uncle Hiram has never received a pen- 
sion. He says thata pension shark once took 
his name with a fee, and promised to secure 
one for him, but was never heard from after- 
wards, 

He lost three sons in the Confederate service, 
aged, as nearas he can remember, eighteen, 
thirty-five and forty years. 

“Uncle Hiram was compelled to go’ to the 
poor farm in 1851. This establishment was 
kept bya Mrs. Mosley, who was especially 
kind to the old man, and won his heart. 
He gradually became so attached to her that 
notwithstanding their advanced ages he sued 
for matrimony. Mrs. Mosley would nut hear 
to it at first, but as the years rolled on she be- 
came enfeebled and had to claim support on 
the poor farm as well, 

The two were constant companions and 
seemed to find a solace and sympathy from 
each other that no one e!se gave then. Finally 
their friendship ripened into something tender- 
er, and the suitor, after a longer service and 
larder courtship perbans than that of Jacob 
of old, won his lady love, and the two decided 
to marry. 

They are now in Atlanta’ for 
exhibition at the Piedmont exposition and 
for the purpose of being married in 
conclusion. Imagine it—a ride of sev- 
enty and a bridegroom of one hundred and 
twenty-four!

Whether tho accident was due to Bass’s 
slipping, or whether he did notsee the open 
space, is not known. : 

At any rate, the young man fell between 
two cars, and in an instant was under the pon- 
derous, moving mass. 

His left arm and leg were almost severed 
from his body, and he was fearfully bruised. 
As soon as the accident was discovered the 
train was stopped, and Bass’s feiiow employes 
rushed to him. : 

As tenderly as possible he was raised and 
carried to a house near by, where medical aid 
was summoned. It was immediately seen, 
however, that the wounded man’s injuries 
were fata!, and everything possible was done 
to relieve his suffering. 

At 9 o’c.ock, a few hours after the accident, 
he died. 

Yesterday morning the body was brought to 
Atlanta, Bass’s hoine, and mee fs in charge by 
Mr. H. M. Patterson. This morning it will

Bass was a young man, nineteen years of 
age, and leavesa wife and one child. Together 
they resided at 699 South Pryor street. He 
hada number of friends here, and by them 
and his fellow employes, he was well liked. 
The news of his death was a great shock to his 
young widow, and her grief, when she heard of 
it, Was very patiietic.
